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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed on July 24, 2007 has been entered. Claims 5, 14, 
26 and 27 have been amended. No claim has been cancelled, or added. Claims 5-27 
are still pending in this application, with claims 5, 14 and 26 being independent. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 5-27 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant teaches a rearview mirror apparatus for a vehicle, such apparatus 

including a housing having a mirror on a back side and an opening, a light emitting 
diode (LED) that plane-radiates light in a direction nearly perpendicular to the optical 
axis of the LED light emitting element, and a light guiding member attached to the 
housing such that it is exposed in the opening of the housing. The light guiding member 
allows plane-radiated light from the LED to the transmitted through the light guiding 
member and to be reflected on an inner surface of the light guiding to be radiated in a 
desired direction. In one embodiment, the light guiding member including a hole to fit 
the LED individually. In a second embodiment, the LED is received at the center of a 
concave reflection surface. 
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Mishimagi (U.S. Pat. 6,769,798) discloses, as seen in figures 1 and 3, a vehicle 
rearview mirror assembly including a housing 22 and a mirror 18 disposed on the 
backside of the housing 22. The mirror assembly further include a lamp assembly 23 
having light guiding member 26 with a plurality of LED 27 positioned within a void 
defined by the light guiding member 23. However, the cited reference fails to individually 
disclose, or suggest when combined, a plane-radiating LED located individually in a 
holy formed on the light guiding member. 

No prior art was found teaching individually, or suggesting in combination, all of 
the features of the applicants' invention, specifically the claimed light guiding member 
and LED, in combination with the recited structural limitations of the claimed vehicle 
rearview mirror apparatus.
